Stations  appearing  in  the  Index,  but  for  which  data  are  not  listed  In  the  tables,  are  either  missing  or  received  too  late  to  be  Included  in  this  Issue. 

Divisions,  as  used  in  "Climatologlcal  Data"  Table  and  on  the  maps,  became  effective  with  data  for  August  1956. 

Unless  otherwise  Indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:   Temperature  in  °F,  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  Inches,  and  wind  movement  in  miles.   Monthly  degree  day 
totals  are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  65"  F. 

Evaporation  is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4-foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  Table. 

Noraals  for  all  stations  are  climatologlcal  standard  normals  based  on  the  period  1931-1960. 

Water  equivalent  values  published  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  Table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,  sleet,  or  ice  on  the  ground.   Samples  for  obtaining  measurements  are 
taken  from  different  points  for  successive  observations;  consequently,  occasional  drifting  and  other  causes  of  local  variability  in  the  snowpack  may  result  in  apparent  inconslstenciC!

Unless  otherwise  Indicated,  dimensional  units  used  In  this  bulletin  are:   Temperature  in  °F,  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  Inches,  and  wind  inovement  In  miles.   Monthly  degree  day 
totals  are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  65°  F. 

Evaporation  Is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4-foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  Table. 

Normals  for  all  stations  are  cllmatologlcal  standard  normals  based  on  the  period  1931-1960. 

Water  equivalent  values  published  In  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  Table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,-  sleet,  or  ice  on  the  ground.   Samples  for  obtaining  measurements  are 
taken  from  different  points  for  successive  observations;  consequently,  occasional  drifting  and  other  causes  of  local  variability  in  the  snowpack  may  result  In  apparent  inconsistencie 
Id  the  record.

Evaporation  Is  measured  In  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4-foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  Table. 

Normals  for  all  stations  are  cllmatological  standard  normals  based  on  the  period  1931-1960. 

Water  equivalent  values  published  In  the  "Sno¥ffaH  and  Snow  on  Ground"  Table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,  sleet,  or  Ice  on  the  ground.   Samples  for  obtaining  measurements  are 
taken  from  different  points  for  successive  observations ;  consequently,  occasional  drifting  and  other  causes  of  local  variability  In  the  snowpack  may  result  In  apparent  Inconsistencies 
In  the  record.

PREPARATION  AND  PUBLICATION  OF  THIS  BULLETIN 


Much  of  the  data  presented  in  this  publication  comes  from 
observations  taken  by  volunteer  cooperative  observers.   These 
observations  are  mailed  after  the  close  of  the  month  to  the 
National  Weather  Records  Center  at  Asheville,  North  Carolina, 
where  they  are  checked  for  accuracy  and  placed  on  punched 
cards.   These  cards  are  used  to  prepare  copy  for  the  various 
tables.   Printing  and  mailing  is  done  at  the  Asheville  Center, 

The  various  steps  all  take  time.   Records  for  any  state  can 
not  be  checked  by  machine  until  nearly  all  of  them  for  that 
state  have  been  received.   Printing  can  not  be  done  until  all 
tables  and  the  text  for  an  issue  are  completed  and  assembled. 

Constant  effort  is  made  to  speed  up  publication  and  still  main- 
tain high  quality  of  the  data.   A  realistic  deadline  for  mail- 
ing the  printed  Climatological  Data  has  been  set  as  the  15th  of 
the  second  following  month  (45  days  after  the  end  of  the  month 
for  which  data  are  published).   If  any  recipient's  copy  is  un- 
duly delayed,  the  Director,  National  Weather  Records  Center, 
Asheville,  North  Carolina  should  be  advised.

Figures  and  letters  following  the  station  name,  such  as  12  SSW.  Indicate  distance  In  miles  and  direction  from  the  post  office. 

Delayed  data  and  corrections  will  be  carried  only  in  the  June  and  December  Issues  of  this  bulletin. 

Monthly  and  seasonal  snowfall  and  heating  degree  days  for  the  12  months  ending  with  the  June  data  will  be  carried  in  the  July  issue  of  this  bulletin. 

Stations  appearing  in  the  Index,  but  for  which  data  are  not  listed  In  the  tables,  are  either  missing  or  received  too  late  to  be  Included  in  this  issue. 

Divisions,  as  used  In  "Cllmatologlcal  Data"  Table  and  on  the  maps,  became  effective  with  data  for  August  1956. 

Unless  otherwise  Indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:   Temperature  In  "F,  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  Inches,  and  wind  movement  in  miles.   Monthly  degree  day 
totals  are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  65°  F. 

Evaporation  Is  measured  In  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4-foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  Table, 

Normals  for  all  stations  are  cliroatological  standard  normals  based  on  the  period  1931-1960. 

Water  equivalent  values  published  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  Table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,  sleet,  or  Ice  on  the  ground.   Samples  for  obtaining  measurements  are 
taken  from  different  points  for  successive  observations;  consequently,  occasional  drifting  and  other  causes  of  local  variability  in  the  snowpack  may  result  in  apparent  Inconsistencies 
in  the  record. 

Ground"  Table,  and  In  the  "Seasonal  Snowfall"  Table  include  snow  and  sleet.   Entries  of  snow  on

DIMENSIONAL  UNITS:        Unless  otherwise  indicated,   dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletm  are:        Temperature  in  °F,   precipitation  and  evaporation  in   inches  and  wind  movement  in  miles.     Monthly  degree  day  totals 
are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  65"  F.    In  "Supplemental  Data"  table  directions  entered  in  figures  are  tens  of  degrees. 

OBSERVATION  TIME:       The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  in  local  standard  time.     During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations  on  daylight  saving  time.     Snow  on  ground  in  the  "Snowfall 
and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  is  at  observation  time  for  all  except  Weather  Bureau  and  FAA  stations.     For  these  stations  snow  on  ground  values  are  at  6:00  a.  m, ,  C.  S.  T.     Data  in  the  "Extremes"  table,   "Daily  Precipita- 
tion" table,  "Daily  Temperature"  table,   "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table,  and  snowfall  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  when  published,  are  for  the  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation.

DIMENSIONAL  UNITS:       Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:       Temperature  In  'F,  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  inches  and  wmd  movement  In  miles.     Monthly  degree  day  totals 
are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  65°  F.     In  "Supplemental  Data"  table  directions  entered  in  figures  are  tens  of  degrees. 

OBSERVATION  TIME:       The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  in  local  standard  time.     During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations  on  daylight  saving  time.     Snow  on  ground  in  the  "Snowfall

Monthly  degree  day  totals 
are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  6b°  F.     In  "Supplemental  Data"  table  directions  entered  m  figures  are  tens  of  degrees. 

OBSERVATION  TIME:       The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  in  local  standard  time.     During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations  on  daylight  saving  time.     Snow  on  ground  in  the  "Snowfall 
and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  is  at  observation  time  for  all  except  Weather  Bureau  and  FAA  stations.     For  these  stations  snow  on  ground  values  are  at  6:00  a.m. ,  C.S.T.     Data  in  the  "Extremes"  table,   "Daily  Precipita- 
tion" table,   "Daily  Temperature"  table,   "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table,  and  snowfall  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  when  published,  are  for  the  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation.

DIMENSIONAL  UNITS:       Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:       Temperature  in  'F,  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  inches  and  wind  movement  in  mtles.     Monthly  degree  day  totals 
are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  65'  F,    In  "Supplemental  Data"  table  directions  entered  in  figures  are  tens  of  degrees. 

OBSERVATION  TIME:       The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  in  local  standard  time.     During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations  on  daylight  saving  time.     Snow  on  ground  in  the  "Snowfall 
«md  Snow  on  Ground"  table  is  at  observation  time  for  all  except  Weather  Bureau  and  FAA  stations.     For  these  stations  snow  on  ground  values  are  at  6:00  a,  m.  ,  C.  S.  T.     Data  in  the  "Extremes"  table,   "Daily  Precipita- 
tion" table,   "Daily  Temperature"  table,   "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table,  and  snowfall  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,   when  published,   are  for  the  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

EVAPORATION  is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4-foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table.     Max  and  Min  in  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table 
refer  to  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  in  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

WATER  EQUIVALENT  values  published  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,  sleet,  or  ice  on  the  ground.    Samples  for  obtaining  measurements  are  taken  from  different  points 
for  successive  observations;    consequently,  occasional  drifting  and  other  causes  of  local  variability  in  the  snowpack  may  result  in  apparent  inconsistencies  in  the  record.

Bismarck,  North  Dakota  58502, 
or    to  any  Weather  Bureau  Office  near  you. 

DIMENSIONAL  UNITS:  Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:  Temperature  in  'F,  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  inches  and  wind  movement  in  miles.  Monthly  degree  day  totals 
are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  65*  F.  In  "Supplemental  Data"  table  directions  entered  in  figures  are  tens  of  degrees.  Resultant  wind  is  the  vector  sum  of  wind  directions 
and  speeds  divided  by  the  number  of  observations,  _  —  — 

OBSERVATION  TIME:       The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  in  local  standard  time.     During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations  on  daylight  saving  time.     Snow  on  ground  in  the  "Snowfall 
and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  is  at  observation  time  for  all  except  Weather  Bureau  and  FAA  stations.     For  these  stations  snow  on  ground  values  are  at  6:00  a.m.  ,  C.  S.  T,     Data  in  the  "Extremes"  table,   "Daily  Precipita- 
tion" table,  "Daily  Temperature"  table.  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table,  and  snowfall  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  Uble,  when  published,  are  for  the  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

EVAPORATION  is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4-foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table.  Max  and  Min  in  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table 
refer  to  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  in  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

WATER  EQUIVALENT  values  published  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,  sleet,  or  ice  on  the  ground.  Samples  for  obtaining  measurements  are  taken  from  different  points 
for  successive  observations,    consequently,  occasional  drifting  and  other  causes  of  local  variability  in  the  snowpack  may  result  in  apparent  inconsistencies  in  the  record. 

SNOWFALL:  Entries  of  snowfall  in  the  "Climatological  Data"  table,  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  and  in  the  "Seasonal  Snowfall"  table,  include  snow  and  sleet.  Entries  of  snow  on  ground  include  snow, 
sleet,   and  ice. 

NORMALS  for  all  stations  are  climatological  standard  normals  based  on  the  period  1931-1960. 

DIVISIONS,  as  used  in  this  publication,  became  effective  with  data  for  August  1956. 

STATION  NAMES:       Figures  and  letters  following  the  station  name,  such  as  12  SSW,  indicate  distance  In  miles  and  direction  from  the  post  office. 

SEASONAL  TABLES:       Monthly  and  seasonal  snowfall  and  heating  degree  days  for  the  12  months  ending  with  the  preceding  June  data  will  be  carried  in  the  July  issue  of  this  bulletin.

Additional  Information  regarding  the  climate  of  North  Dakota  may  be  obtained  by  writing  to  the  Weather  Bureau  State  Cllmatologist  at  Weather  Bureau  Airport  Station,  P.  O.  Box  1016,  Bismarck.  North  Dakota  58502, 
or    to  any  Weather  Bureau  Office  near  you. 

DIMENSIONAL  UNITS:  Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:  Temperature  in  "F,  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  inches  and  wind  movement  in  miles.  Monthly  degree  day  totals 
are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  65'  F,  In  "Supplemental  Data"  table  directions  entered  in  figures  are  tens  of  degrees.  Resultant  wind  is  the  vector  sum  of  wind  directions 
and  speeds  divided  by  the  number  of  observations. 

OBSERVATION  TIME:  The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  in  local  standard  time.  During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations  on  daylight  saving  time.  Snow  on  ground  in  the  "Snowfall 
and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  is  at  observation  time  for  all  except  Weather  Bureau  and  FAA  stations.  For  these  stations  snow  on  ground  values  are  at  6:00  a.m.,  C.S.T,  Data  in  the  "Extremes"  table,  "Daily  Precipita- 
tion" table.   "Daily  Temperature"  table,   "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table,   and  snowfall  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,   when  published,  are  for  the  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

EVAPORATION  is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4-foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table.  Max  and  Min  in  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table 
refer  to  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  in  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

WATER  EQUIVALENT  values  published  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,  sleet,  or  ice  on  the  ground.  Samples  for  obtaining  measurements  are  taken  from  different  points 
for  successive  observations;    consequently,  occasional  drifting  and  other  causes  of  local  variability  in  the  snowpack  may  result  in  apparent  inconsistencies  in  the  record. 

SNOWFALL:  Entries  of  snowfall  in  the  "Climatological  Data"  table,  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  and  in  the  "Seasonal  Snowfall"  table,  include  snow  and  sleet.  Entries  of  snow  on  ground  include  snow, 
sleet,  and  ice. 

NORMALS  for  all  stations  are  climatological  standard  normals  based  on  the  period  1931-1960. 

DIVISIONS,  as  used  in  this  publication,  became  effective  with  data  for  August  1956. 

STATION  NAMES:       Figures  and  letters  following  the  station  name,  such  as  12  SSW,  indicate  distance  in  miles  and  direction  from  the  post  office. 

SEASONAL  TABLES:       Monthly  and  seasonal  snowfall  and  heating  degree  days  for  the  12  months  ending  with  the  preceding  June  data  will  be  carried  in  the  July  issue  of  this  bulletin. 

DELAYED  DATA  AND  CORRECTIONS  will  be  carried  only  in  the  June  and  December  issues  of  this  bulletin. 

INTERPOLATED  VALUES  for  monthly  precipitation  totals  may  be  found  in  the  annual  issue    of  this  publication.

Additional  information  regarding  the  climate  of  North  Dakota  may  be  obtained  by  writing  to  the  Weather  Bureau  State  Climatologist  at  Weather  Bureau  Airport  Station,  P.  O.  Box  1016,  Bismarck,  North  Dakota  5il502, 
or   to  any  Weather  Bureau  Office  near  you. 

DIMENSIONAL  UNITS:  Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:  Temperature  in  °F,  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  inches  and  wind  movement  m  miles.  Monthly  degree  day  totals 
are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  65'  F.  In  "Supplemental  Data"  table  directions  entered  in  figures  are  tens  of  degrees.  Resultant  wind  is  the  vector  sum  of  wind  directions 
and  speeds  divided  by  the  number  of  observations. 

OBSERVATION  TIME:       The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  in  local  standard  time.     During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations  on  daylight  saving  time.     Snow  on  ground  in  the  "Snowfall 
and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  is  at  observation  time  for  aU  except  Weather  Bureau  and  FAA  stations.     For  these  stations  snow  on  ground  values  are  at  6:00  a.  m.  ,   C.  S.  T.     Data  in  the  "Extremes"  table,    "Daily  Precipita- 
tion" table,   "Daily  Temperature"  table.    "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table,   and  snowfall  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,   when  published,   are  for  the  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

EVAPORATION  is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4-foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table.  Max  and  Min  in  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table 
refer  to  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  in  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

WATER  EQUIVALENT  values  published  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,  sleet,  or  ice  on  the  ground.  Samples  for  obtaining  measurements  are  taken  from  different  points 
for  successive  observations;    consequently,  occasional  drifting  and  other  causes  of  local  variability  in  the  snowpack  may  result  in  apparent  inconsistencies  in  the  record, 

SNOWFALL:  Entries  of  snowfall  in  the  "CUmatological  Data"  table,  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  and  in  the  "Seasonal  Snowfall"  table,  include  snow  and  sleet.  Entries  of  snow  on  ground  include  snow, 
sleet,   and  ice. 

NORMALS  for  all  stations  are  climatological  standard  normals  based  on  the  period  1931-1960. 

DIVISIONS,  as  used  in  this  publication,  became  effective  with  data  for  August  1956. 

STATION  NAMES:       Figures  and  letters  following  the  station  name,  such  as  12  SSW,  indicate  distance  in  miles  and  direction  from  the  post  office. 

SEASONAL  TABLES:       Monthly  and  seasonal  snowfall  and  heating  degree  days  for  the  12  months  ending  with  the  preceding  June  data  will  be  carried  in  the  July  issue  of  this  bulletin. 

DELAYED  DATA  AND  CORRECTIONS  will  be  carried  only  in  the  June  and  December  issues  of  this  bulletin. 

INTERPOLATED  VALUES  for  monthly  precipitation  totals  may  be  found  in  the  annual  issue    of  this  publication.

Additional  information  regarding  the  climate  of  North  Dakota  may  be  obtained  by  writing  to  the  Weather  Bureau  State  Climatologist  at  Weather  Bureau  Airport  Station,  P.  O.  Box  1016,  Bismarck,  NoHh  Dakota  58502, 
or    to  any  Weather  Bureau  Office  near  you. 

DIMENSIONAL  UNITS:  Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:  Temperature  in  °F,  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  inches  and  wmd  movement  in  miles.  Monthly  degree  day  totals 
are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  65"  F.  In  "Supplemental  Data"  table  directions  entered  in  figures  are  tens  of  degrees.  Resultant  wind  is  the  vector  sum  of  wind  directions 
and  speeds  divided  by  the  number  of  observations. 

QBSERVATION  TIME:       The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  in  local  standard  time.     During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations  on  daylight  saving  time.     Snow  on  ground  in  the  "Snowfall 
and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  is  at  observation  time  for  all  except  Weather  Bureau  and  FAA  stations.     For  these  stations  snow  on  ground  values  are  at  6:00  a.  m.  ,  C.  S.  T.     Data  in  the  "Extremes"  table,   "Daily  Precipita- 
tion" table,  "Daily  Temperature"  table.

EVA PORA TIO N  is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4-foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table.  Max  and  Min  in  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table 
refer  to  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  in  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

WATER  EQUIVALENT  values  published  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,  sleet,  or  ice  on  the  ground.  Samples  for  obtaining  measurements  are  taken  from  different  points 
for  successive  observations,    consequently,  occasional   drifting  and  other  causes  of  local  variability  in  the  snowpack  may  result  in  apparent  inconsistencies  in  the  record.

DIMENSIONAL  UNITS:  Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:  Temperature  in  °F,  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  inches  and  wmd  movement  in  miles.  Monthly  degree  day  totals 
are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  65"  F.  In  "Supplemental  Data"  table  directions  entered  in  figures  are  tens  of  degrees.  Resultant  wind  is  the  vector  sum  of  wind  directions 
and  speeds  divided  by  the  number  of  observations. 

OBSERVATION  TIME:       The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  in  local  standard  time.     During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations  on  daylight  saving  time.     Snow  on  ground  in  the  "Snowfall 
and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  is  at  observation  time  for  all  except  Weather  Bureau  and  FAA  stations.     For  these  stations  snow  on  ground  values  are  at  6:00  a.  m.  ,  C.  S.  T.     Data  in  the  "Extremes"  table,   "Daily  Precipita- 
tion" table,  "Daily  Temperature"  table,   "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table,  and  snowfall  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  when  published,  are  for  the  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

Max  and  Min  in  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table 
refer  to  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  in  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation.

Additional  Information  regarding  the  climate  of  North  Dakota  may  be  obtained  by  writing  to  the  Weather  Bureau  State  Climatologist  at  Weather  Bureau  Airport  Station,  P.  O.  Box  1016,  Bismarck,  North  Dakota  58502, 
or    to  any  Weather  Bureau  Office  near  you. 

DIMENSIONAL  UNITS:  Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dimensional  iinits  used  in  this  bulletin  are:  Temperature  in  °F,  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  mches  and  wmd  movement  in  miles.  Monthly  degree  day  totals 
are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  65*  F.  In  "Supplemental  Data"  table  directions  entered  in  figures  are  tens  of  degrees.  Resultant  wind  is  the  vector  sum  of  wind  dueciions 
and  speeds  divided  by  the  number  of  observations. 

OBSERVATION  TIME:  The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  m  local  standard  time.  During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations  on  daylight  savir 
and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  is  at  observation  time  for  aU  except  Weather  Bureau  and  FAA  stations.  For  these  stations  snow  on  ground  values  are  at  6:00  a.m.  ,  C.  S.  T.  Data  i 
tion"  table,    "Daily  Temperature"  table,    "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table,   and  snowfall  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,   when  published,  are  for  the  24  hours  ending  ai 

EVAPORATION  is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4-foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table.  Max  and  Min  in  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table 
refer  to  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  in  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

WATER  EQUIVALENT  values  published  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,  sleet,  or  ice  on  the  ground.  Samples  for  obtaining  measurements  are  taken  from  different  points 
for  successive  observations,    consequently,  occasional  drifting  and  other  causes  of  local  variability  in  the  snowpack  may  result  in  apparent  inconsistencies  in  the  record. 

SNOWFALL:  Entries  of  snowfall  in  the  "Climatological  Data"  table,  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  and  in  the  "Seasonal  Snowfall"  table,  include  snow  and  sleet.  Entries  of  snow  on  ground  include  snow, 
sleet,  and  ice. 

NORMALS  for  all  stations  are  climatological  standard  normals  based  on  the  period  1931-1960. 

DIVISIONS,  as  used  in  this  publication,  became  effective  with  data  for  August  1956. 

STATION  NAMES:       Figures  and  letters  following  the  station  name,  such  as  12  SSW,  indicate  distance  in  miles  and  direction  from  the  post  office. 

SEASONAL  TABLES:       Monthly  and  seasonal  snowfall  and  heating  degree  days  for  the  12  months  ending  with  the  preceding  June  data  will  be  carried  in  the  July  issue  of  this  bulletin. 

DELAYED  DATA  AND  CORRECTIONS  will  be  carried  only  in  the  June  and  December  issues  of  this  bulletin.

North  Dakota  58502, 
or    to  any  Weather  Bureau  Office  near  you. 

DIMENSIONAL  UNITS:  Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:  Temperature  in  'F,  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  inches  and  wind  movement  in  miles.  Monthly  degree  day  totals 
are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  65*  F.  In  "Supplemental  Data"  table  directions  entered  in  figures  are  tens  of  degrees.  Resultant  wind  is  the  vector  sum  of  wind  directions 
and  speeds  divided  by  the  number  of  observations. 

OBSERVAJION  JIM^:       The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  in  local  standard  time.     During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations  on  daylight  saving  time.     Snow  on  ground  in  the  "Snowfall 
and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  is  at  c^servation  time  for  all  except  Weather  Bureau  and  FAA  stations.     For  these  stations  snow  on  ground  values  are  at  6:00  a.m.  ,  C.S.T.     Data  in  the  "Extremes"  table.  "Daily  Precipita- 
tion" Uble,   "Daily  Temperature"  table,   "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table,  and  snowfall  m  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  when  published,  are  for  the  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

SyA.PORATlON  is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4-foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  foUowlng  the  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table.  Max  and  Min  in  "Evaporation  and  Wmd"  table 
refer  to  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  in  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

WATER  EQUIVALENT  values  published  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,  sleet,  or  ice  on  the  ground.  Samples  for  obtaining  measurements  are  taken  from  different  points 
for  successive  observations,    consequently,  occasional  drifting  and  other  causes  of  local  variability  in  the  snowpack  may  result  in  apparent  inconsistencies  in  the  record. 

SNOWFALL:  Entries  of  snowfall  in  the  "Climatological  Data"  table,  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  and  in  the  "Seasonal  Snowfall"  table,  include  snow  and  sleet.  Entries  of  snow  on  ground  include  snow, 
sleet,  and  ice. 

NORMALS  for  all  stations  are  climatological  standard  normals  based  on  the  period  1931-1960. 

DIVISIONS,  as  used  in  this  publication,  became  effective  with  data  for  August  1956. 

STATION  NAMES:       Figures  and  letters  following  the  station  name,  such  as  12  SSW,  indicate  distance  in  miles  and  direction  from  the  post  office. 

SEASONAL  TABLES:       Monthly  and  seasonal  snowfall  and  heating  degree  days  for  the  12  months  ending  with  the  preceding  June  data  will  be  carried  in  the  July  issue  of  this  bulletm. 

DELAYED  DATA  AND  CORRECTIONS  will  be  carried  only  in  the  June  and  December  issues  of  this  bulletin.

Additional  information  regarding  the  climate  of  North  Dakota  may  be  obtained  by  writing  to  the  Weather  Bureau  State  Cllmatologist  at  Weather  Bureau  Airport  Station,  P.  O.  Box  1016,  Bismarck,  North  Dakota  58502, 
or    to  any  Weather  Bureau  Office  near  you. 

DIMENSIONAL  UNITS:  Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:  Temperature  in  °F,  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  inches  and  wind  movement  in  miles.  Monthly  degree  day  totals 
are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  65*  F.  In  "Supplemental  Data"  table  directions  entered  in  figures  are  tens  of  degrees.  Resultant  wind  is  the  vector  sum  of  wind  directions 
and  speeds  divided  by  the  number  of  observations. 

OBSERVATION  TIME:       The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  in  local  standard  time.     During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations  on  daylight  saving  time.     Snow  on  ground  in  the  "Snowfall 
and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  is  at  observation  time  for  all  except  Weather  Bureau  and  FAA  stations.     For  these  stations  snow  on  ground  values  are  at  6:00  a.  m.  ,  C.  S.  T.     Data  in  the  "Extremes"  table,   "Daily  Precipita- 
tion" table,  "Daily  Temperature"  table,  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table,  and  snowfall  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  when  published,  are  for  the  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

EVAPORATION  is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4-foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table.  Max  and  Min  in  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table 
refer  to  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  in  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

WATER  EQUIVALENT  values  published  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,  sleet,  or  ice  on  the  ground.  Samples  for  obtaining  measurements  are  taken  from  different  points 
for  successive  observations:    consequently,  occasional  drifting  and  other  causes  of  local  variability  in  the  snowpack  may  result  in  apparent  inconsistencies  in  the  record.

Additional  information  regarding  the  climate  of  North  Dakota  may  be  obtained  by  writing  to  the  Weather  Bureau  State  Climatologist  at  Weather  Bureau  Airport  Station,  P.  O.  Box  1016,  Bismarck,  North  Dakota  58502, 
or    to  any  Weather  Bureau  Office  near  you. 

DIMENSIONAL  UNITS:  Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:  Temperature  in  "F,  precipitation  and  evaporation  m  inches  and  wind  movement  in  miles.  Monthly  degree  day  totals 
are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  65'  F.  In  "Supplemental  Data"  table  directions  entered  in  figures  are  tens  of  degrees.  Resultant  wind  is  the  vector  sum  of  wind  directions 
and  speeds  divided  by  the  number  of  observations. 

OBSERVATION  TIME:       The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  in  local  standard  time.     During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations  on  daylight  saving  time.     Snow  on  ground  in  the  "Snowfall 
and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  is  at  observation  time  for  all  except  Weather  Bureau  and  FAA  stations.     For  these  stations  snow  on  ground  values  are  at  6:00  a.  m.  ,   C.  S.  T,     Data  m  the  "Extremes"  table,    "Daily  Precipita- 
tion" Uble,    "Daily  Temperature"  table,    "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table,   and  snowfall  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,   when  published,  are  for  the  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

EVAPORATION  is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4-foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table.  Max  and  Min  in  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table 
refer  to  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  in  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

WATER  EQUIVALENT  values  published  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,  sleet,  or  ice  on  the  ground.  Samples  for  obtaining  measurements  are  taken  from  different  points 
for  successive  observations,    consequently,  occasional  driftmg  and  other  causes  of  local  variability  in  the  snowpack  may  result  in  apparent  inconsistencies  in  the  record. 

SNOWFALL:  Entries  of  snowfall  in  the  "Climatological  Data"  table,  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  and  in  the  "Seasonal  Snowfall"  table,  include  snow  and  sleet.  Entries  of  snow  on  ground  include  snow, 
sleet,  and  ice. 

NORMALS  for  all  stations  are  climatological  standard  normals  based  on  the  period  1931-1960. 

DIVISIONS,  as  used  in  this  publication,  became  effective  with  data  for  August  1956. 

STATION  NAMES:       Figures  and  letters  following  the  station  name,  such  as  12  SSW,  indicate  distance  in  miles  and  direction  from  the  post  office. 

SEASONAL  TABLES:       Monthly  and  seasonal  snowfall  and  heating  degree  days  for  the  12  months  ending  with  the  preceding  June  data  will  be  carried  in  the  July  issue  of  this  bulletin. 

DELAYED  DATA  AND  CORRECTIONS  will  be  carried  only  in  the  June  and  December  issues  of  this  bulletin.

DIMENSIONAL  UNITS.        Unless  otherwise  indicated,    dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:        Temperature  in   "F,    precipitation  and  evaporation  in  inches,   and  wind  movement  in  miles. 

EVAPORATION  is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4-foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  Evaporation  and  Wind  table.     Max  and  Min  in 
Evaporation  and  Wind  table  refer  to  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  in  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 


NORMALS  for  all  stations  are  climatological  normals  based  on  the  period  1931-1960.  "DEP"  in  Table  4  refers  to  departures  from  long-term  means  based  on  periods  varying  from  10  to  29 
years  which  are  used  m  place  of  normals. 

DIVISIONS,  as  used  in  this  publication,  became  effective  with  data  for  August  1956.
